Seeing Sarah or Abraham! 

I have said it before and I'll say it again: 
Dutch birthdays are weird. Sure, they’ve got 
those odd (albeit handy) calendars in their 
bathrooms to remind them of the big days, 
but why remember if you ain’t even the one »gaid ce Kleintie. 
bringing the cake! All those birthday vine op pod, ll = 
“gefeliciteerds” are great for us (non- OP ee nee “oe L = 
Dutchies) to practice our “g’s”, but the . i we 
celebrations do seem to be lacking a little je . 

ne sais quoi. The Dutch 50" birthday, 
however, is the exception: full of eccentricities, nonsense, and good ol’ fashion fun! 

When Dutch people turn fifty they are said to be either “seeing Abraham” or “seeing Sara”. Say 
what?! There’s sadly no bathroom humor here (as it doesn’t relate to my grandma’s “seeing a man 
about a dog’’) however, the connotations are equally odd. 

In this case, to “see” Sarah or Abraham is a biblical reference. The original meaning 1s still up for 
debate, but from my highly rigorous research (aka googling for precisely 2 minutes) it seems to 
include adultery, stoning, barren-women, seeing ghosts, aging, death, and sinning — yes, all the 
elements necessary for a rousing bible story!!

Deventer is a City and Municipality in the Salland region of 
the Province of Overijssel in the Netherlands. 

In 2019, Deventer had a population just above 100,000. 

The City is largely situated on the East bank of the river 
IJssel, but also has a small part of its territory on the West 
bank. 

In 2005 the Municipality of Bathmen (with a population of 
about 5,000 people) was merged with Deventer, as part of a 
national effort to reduce bureaucracy in the country. 





Deventer Weapon and Coat of Arms 


Foundation and development in the Middle Ages: 

Deventer was probably founded around AD 768 by the English missionary Lebuinus, who built a 
wooden church on the east bank of the river IJssel. 

This was not the first human settlement at this location; between 1981 and 2006, remains of a 
Bronze Age Settlement (400 AD) were excavated at Colmschate, 4 km East of the current City. 
The village of Deventer, already important because of a trading road crossing the river IJssel, was 
looted and burnt down by the Vikings in 882. It was immediately rebuilt and fortified with an earth 
wall. (Remains of this wall have been excavated and restored). 

Deventer received City rights in 956, after which Stone Wall fortifications 
were built around the City for defensive purposes. Between 1000 and 1500, 
Deventer grew to be a flourishing trading City because of its harbour on the 
river IJssel, which was capable of accommodating large ships. One of the 
commodities it traded in, dried haddock and cod from Norway, gave the 
citizens the nickname they carry to this day: "Deventer Stokvis". | 
City Museum: ee MO A aes 
The old Waag (Weighing-house) on the edge of the Brink square was builtin _ Deventer early in the 
1550 and restored in 2003. The Deventer City Museum is now housed inside 20th Century. 

the Waag. The Museum's collections include industrial and trading history, paintings by Gerard 
Terborch and Han van Meegeren, silver objects, and prehistoric findings.

Every year, especially during summer, Deventer always organizes different festivals. One of them 
is pretty famous within the Netherlands and Europe. It’s called: Deventer Op Stelten’’, (Deventer 
on Stillts) which is hosted during the first weekend in July. During this weekend the old historical 
centre of Deventer becomes the stage of high scale street theatre, this festival includes large scale 
shows, high up in the air. 

Artists from all over Europe come to this small town to perform in front of an audience which 
comes to Deventer from all over the Netherlands and Europe. 

The festival is an open air event and thanks to many sponsors, the City 
is able to offer viewing for free. 

If you are in the Netherlands early July and have no other plans, make 
sure you go to Deventer and check out these amazing performances by 
artists from all over Europe.

Charles Dickens Festival: 

This 1s another Festival that should not be missed. During this Festival in the historic Centre of 
Deventer, the 19th-century world of Charles Dickens comes to life. Hundreds of characters from 
his famous books can be found strolling around the centre, from Scrooge to Oliver Twist and from 
Mr Pickwick to the Christmas Carol Singers, orphans, drunkards, clerks and posh gentlemen. This 
unique event will truly make you feel as though you were celebrating Christmas back in England in 
this famous author’s age. 

Enjoy punch and roast chestnuts, thousands of Christmas lights and Christmas trees, choirs and 
orchestras playing music — it’s the romantic time of Charles Dickens coming back to life in the 
streets, in homes, in shops and in galleries. 

In and around the Grote Kerk (the Great Church, officially St Lebuinus Church), you will find a 
Christmas market with no less than 75 different stalls selling Christmas decorations, toys, clothes 
and handicrafts, while Christmas songs are sung here, there, and everywhere. The Church also has 
an indoor terrace where you can enjoy excellent snacks and drinks. 


The Deventer Book Fair. The largest in the whole of Europe: 
Fancy re-stocking your book shelves? Head to the Deventer Book 
Fair, Europe's biggest annual book market, this summer and you're 
bound to find something you like. With well over 850 stalls strewn 
along the banks of River Ijssel and in the historic City centre, there 1s 
a guaranteed stock of thousands of books. 

Renowned booksellers and antiquarians from all over the Netherlands 
and beyond descend on the town each year, forming a paper trail stretching for over six 
kilometres. 

The event is characterised by quality as well as quantity and the selection varies from children's 
books to poetry, literature to comics, history books to tomes on arts and topography. 

Meanwhile, while the bookworms get stuck in, music, street theatre, arts and exhibitions distract 
the kids and the people that are bored by the thought of reading a book. 

In 1477 Richard Pafraet printed the first book in Deventer. By the end of the 15th century the City 
was one of the leading printing centres of the Netherlands. 

It has always remained a major graphics centre, with many printers and publishers, two libraries, 
booksellers, antiquarians and now this huge annual
